To Consider 


Tax Program 


Rate Increase 
Would Meet 
Opposition 


General Telephone Company of the Southwest may 
have difficulty in receiving permission to raise their 
rates if the company petitions the City of Plano. 
‘‘There are no specific plans to file for a rate in­ 
crease,” Lowell R. Newman, General Telephone’s 
area general manager, said Friday. ‘‘However, anyone 
would be naive to believe we won’t have to ask for a 
rate increase somewhere in the forseeable future. All 
financial indications are that the rate increase will be 
necessary this year.” 


He said the company only received 55 percent of a 
requested rate hike last year in a court settlement. The 
company said at that time that it would have to come 
back for an additional increase, he noted. 
Warner Richeson, member of the city council 
telephone committee, said earlier this week that he 
feels current residential rates are ‘‘already greater 
than surrounding cities and are too high.” 


He said he doubted a rate increase would be granted, 
since the city is still trying to get the company to 
rescind tariffs which were disallowed by the council. 
Despite city disapproval, the company increased tariff 
rates and has refused to refund the overcharges 
despite an ordinance which makes the continuance of 
the rates a $200 offense for each month the rates are in 
effect.

The second part of a two- 
step increase in

social security benefits will

checks

A seven- 
percent increase was

He offered the following 
suggestions to maximize cut 
flowers’ beauty: 
For best 
results, cut 
Dowers in early morning or 
late afternoon 
Then, select flowers not 
Iv open avoid cutting old 


Remove foliage from the 
.cr third of the stem, 
■ag with all broken and 
a used parts. 
lf possible, wash flowers 
d foliage to remove dirt, 
sprays or dusts. Also, store 
cut flowers in a cool area or 
refrigerator until arranged. 
(’ut stems on a slant, 
ic ing a sharp knife or 
sh ears 
Before using a container 
for an arrangement, make 
are it’s washed clean with 
soap and water. 
When 
receiving 
bulk 
flowers from a florist, recut 


ends of stems about one inch 
above the original cuts. 
—Dont 
place 
an 
arrangement in direct sun, 
near gas fires or oil burners. 
When possible, place it in a 
cool area during the night— 
but not where drafts may 
occur. 
—Change the water of an 
arrangement 
and 
recut 
stems of flowers to give 
them longer life. Use warm, 
but not hot, water. For most 
species, repeat this every 
other day. 
With a chemical flower 
preservative, recutting and 
changing the water aren't 
necessary. 
According to Dr. Welch, a 
very 
weak 
lemonade 
solution—lemon juice, sugar 
and water—helps extend life 
of cut flowers. 
Aspirin and copper pen­ 
nies, on the other hand, are 
useless as flower preser­ 
vatives, he maintained.

The pastor of the Southern 
Baptist Convention’s largest 
church called upon his fellow 
ministers for a return to “the 
old-time religion” with its 
emphasis on belief in the 
Bible plus a 
“gospel

redemption” and “a blessed 
hope.” 
W. A. Criswell, pastor of 
the 
17,000-member 
Dallas 
First Baptist Church, said in 
an address prepared for the 
Sunday night opening of the 
Pastors’ Conference that the 
“ O ld-tim e 
p r e a c h e r ’’ 
believed in the “ literal, 
infallible, inspired, inerrant 
Word of God.” 
He identified the second 
belief as “first and above all 
a gospel of redemption,” 
noting 
that 
“ it 
was 
a 
message on the text that 
Christ was delivered for our 
offenses and raised for our 
justification.” 
Christ to Return 
Criswell said the “religion 
of the blessed hope’’ meant 
“he is coming for all His 
people.” 
He added 
“this 
m arvelous 
rap tu re 
will 
include us all—dead and 


alive.” 
The Pastors’ Conference 
gave four sessions, a d ­ 
journing Monday night, to a 
series of sermons. Abstracts 
were released by most of the 
speakers prior to the con­ 
ference.
